Nobody ever comes to these inlormal 
meetings Since we exposed the dangers 
of these “open” study sessions, we have 
covered the meetings as reporters, but 
no other newspaper, before or since, has 
given a hoot about them, letting school 
atfairs be discussed without public at 
tention. So we ‘opened up” these semi 
nara for public inspection merely by re 
porting what goes on 


Now comes another neat gimmick of 
the School District: requiar dutch-treat, 
aix-bit, “informal brecktasts.” 

Over bacon and eggs, a citizen now 
is urged to hash out his problems with 
schoo! administrators and the school 
board members The sky is the limit 
on what subjects the people may wish 
to discuss,” the superintendent says 

However, when you make a reserva- 
tion for the breakfast, you also will be 
caked what it is you wish to discuss so 
the board and staff may bring along the 
proper reports, etc., and be prepared to 
discuss the subject 

Boy, this is real “informality,” a real 
qiveand-take type thing coyern@® any- 
thing to the sky, providing you prepare 
a list of subjects and answers to talk 
about before’you attend 

In our book, this is merely another 
means Of conducting school business at 
meetings and in a manner outside the 
realm, of a pure and simple above-the 
table policy 

If a citizen is going to discuss a pro- 
blem or wants to know something on a 
private basis, he can always walk into 
the principal's ollice, the superinten- 
dent's office, or call a board member on 
the phone and ask his question. Or he 
ean attend a study seasion or a board 
meeting. He doean't need coffee, eggs, 
teast, and an agenda to discuss school 


business “informally.”

To sum up. we suggest that the 
school board 

1. Continue to maintain its decorum, 
control, and business-like manner at 
School Board meetings, including a pre- 
pared agenda of known subjects, an 
agenda of public appearances if so 
asked, 

2. Abandon the required written ad- 
vance notice by residents of subjects to 
be discussed and by whom 

3. Toss out the cozy breakiast and its 
agenda idec, and 

4. Get back down te earth in dealing 
with people and issues as they then 
might more spontaneously appear 

The net effect of all these reserva 
tions advance notices, agendas, off-beat 
meetings and channeling of subjects is 
putting more of a publicity damper on 
high school business, shoving discussion 
farther out of reach of the public and 
concentrating even more power and 
cruthority in the hands of the hired hands 
who now can prevent any subject fram 
coming up for review. 

The stultifying reasons for adopting 
such rigid advance notice rules also 
ostensibly are to “set up an agenda’ 


and to prevent “harrassment by the 
lohn Birchers.”” Poppycock!
